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Hearing set in school board lawsuit

A lawsuit filed by two 
school teachers alleging 
they were not adequately 
considered for a teaching 
position at Casey County 
Middle School is scheduled 
for an evidentiary hearing 
on April 21. 

The suit against the Casey 
County Board of Education 
and Kathy Fogle, principal 
at CCMS, was filed Aug. 


11, 2013 in Casey County 
Circuit Court by Lebanon 
attorney Theodore Lavitt. 
Defending the BOE and 
Fogle is board attorney 
Winter Huff. 

Both sides were in Casey 
Circuit Court on March 10 
seeking summary judg¬ 
ments. 

However, the lawyers 
agreed with Judge Judy 
Vance that briefs should be 
filed and a hearing set af¬ 
terwards, on April 21. 


Lawsuit basics 

The suit alleges that Cas- 
sondra Elmore and Angela 
Rodgers, certified teach¬ 
ers in positions in Lincoln 
County and Russell Coun¬ 
ty, respectively, weren’t 
interviewed for a science 
position at CCMS for the 
2013-14 school year by the 
CCMS Site-Base Decision 
Making Council. Elmore 
and Rodgers were among 
nine candidates who ap¬ 
plied for the position, court 


documents state. 

Lavitt said that the crux 
of the lawsuit hinges on his 
clients being overlooked 
for the position. 

“If you follow the case 
law through concerning the 
hiring, the principals and 
teachers, it’s not that you 
have a right to the position, 
it’s that you have a right 
for your application to be 
considered,” he said. “This 
hiring happened before the 
job even closed. It was in 


that 30-day window and 15 
days in, he’s hired.” The 
job was posted on June 18, 
2013, with the deadline for 
applications set at July 19. 

Lavitt is referring to 
John R. Price, who was 
hired to fill the position of 
Tony Streeval, an eighth 
grade science teacher who 
accepted a temporary con¬ 
sulting position with Proj¬ 
ect BEST, part of Kentucky

Dunnville 
clerk's 
branch to 
close

The Dunnville County 
Clerk branch office will 
close after only six months 
of operation. At Monday’s 
Casey County Fiscal Court 
meeting, County Clerk 
Casey Davis told the court 
that the venture hadn’t met 
his expectations. 

The Dunnville branch of¬ 
fice was opened in hopes 
of bringing extra revenue 
to the county, but the num¬ 
bers presented at the meet¬ 
ing didn’t support keeping 
the doors open. Davis said 
the total number of transac¬ 
tions from Oct. 13 to March 
14 at Dunnville was 2,114 
and total collections were 
$36,833. 

During the same time pe¬ 
riod, the Liberty office had 
27,870 transactions and 
brought in $485,704. 

Judge Executive Ronald 
Wright asked Davis if he 
thought that the Dunnville 
branch had taken in enough 
extra revenue to pay for the 
added expense of running 
the office. 

“I would say it’s not tak¬ 
ing in the extra that would 
cover the expense,” Davis 
said. “The expectations of 
the branch, I don’t think 
will be met in the six month 
period.” 

The court was paying 
$300 per month for rent on 
the building, which was set 
to increase to $450 in April. 
When adding the utilities 
for the location, it would 
cost $925 a month to oper¬ 
ate the office.

The Casey County High 
School JROTC program 
has been granted a reprieve 
and has one year to in¬ 
crease enrollment, as well 
as the number of students 
who pass the Armed Ser¬ 
vices Vocational Aptitude 
Battery test. 

The program recently 
came under the scrutiny of 
the Casey County Board of 
Education as to the number 
of students in the program 
and the cost of the pro¬ 
gram. 

At the March 10 board 
meeting several supporters 
voiced their concerns about 
the future of the program. 

Current Student 

Cadet Colonel Aubrey 
Buis is a CCHS senior and 
has been in the JROTC 
program for her entire 
four-year high school ca¬ 
reer. 

“I knew in middle school 


that I wanted to be in the 
JROTC program,” Buis 
said. “My grandpa served 
in the Air Force for more 
than 30 years and my step- 
dad is in the Army Nation¬ 
al Guard. I’ve got a mem¬ 
ber of my family in every 
branch of the military.” 


Even though Buis clearly 
has a military background 
and a family history of 
service, she said the pro¬ 
gram offers something for 
everyone, whether or not 
they choose to serve. 

Buis said that the JROTC 
looks great on both col¬ 


lege and job applications, 
because people respect the 
discipline and the skills 
that are instilled during the 
program. 

“JROTC is so much 
more than any other class

A church south of Liberty has had a fire for the second 
time in just over two years. While the first fire in 2011 was 
ruled as arson, the fire this past weekend is under investi¬ 
gation. 

Firefighters were called to Walnut Hill Separate Baptist 
Church, located off South U.S. 127, about 3:30 a.m. on 
Sunday. 

According to Poplar Springs Fire Chief Mike McQueary, 
firefighters arrived to find that the fire in a wooden storage 
shed behind the fellowship hall had spread to the roof of 
that building. 

“The little building was on fire and the end of the fellow¬ 
ship hall was on fire and already had a hole in the roof of 
it. When we knocked it down, it was ready to go places,” 
McQueary said. 

As to the cause of the fire, although McQueary wouldn’t 
say it was arson, he said he had to wonder how it started. 

“It looks suspicious. The little building didn’t have any 
electric or lawnmowers or anything like that in it. It looks 
odd to me,” he said.

Richie Farmer, the fall¬ 
en and disgraced two-term 
former Kentucky Com¬ 
missioner of Agriculture, 
has raised another ruckus, 
but this time concerning 
his jail sentence. 

Farmer pleaded guilty in 
September to using state 
resources for his personal 
benefit, including having 
employees chauffeur his 
dog on state time, among 
others. 

In January, a judge 
sentenced Farmer to 27 
months in prison and 
also ordered him to pay 
$120,500 in restitution, 
with $105,500 going to the 
state and $15,000 going to 
the Kentucky Department 
of Agriculture. 

Farmer was also ordered 
to report to a federal prison 
in West Virginia on March 
18 but last week asked the 
court to delay his report¬ 
ing until March 25, so he

Legislative News 


State's $20.3 billion budget passes House, now going to Senate 


This week we had exciting 
news on the high school sports 
front as the Bardstown Tigers 
basketball team got the win 
over Elizabethtown, earning a 
trip to the Sweet 16 tournament 
in Lexington. This time of year 
is always exciting and I con¬ 
gratulate Bardstown High on 
the hard work and success. 

As for Frankfort, on the 45th 
day of the legislative session, 
the House passed its budget 
bill. Now that the House has 
approved its preferred version 
of the budget bill, it’s our turn 
to go through the $20.3 billion 
spending plan line-by-line and 
make changes to ensure the fi¬ 
nal version of the plan best re¬ 
flects our priorities and values. 

A multibillion-dollar budget 
that funds education, health¬ 
care services, infrastructure, 
public safety and so many other 
critical public services deserves 
more scrutiny than 13 days. 

As we study the House’s 
proposal, more information 
will come out regarding our re¬ 
sponse, priorities and review. 

In the Senate this week, we 
passed Senate Bill 159, which 
would allow nonprofit mobile 
dental clinics to provide care 
in schools for uninsured and 
underinsured children, as well 
as those covered by Medicaid. 
Statistics show that 42 percent 
of children in Kentucky under 
the age of 5 show signs of ad¬ 
vanced tooth decay. Expanding 
access to dental care fulfills a 
fundamental need and posi¬ 
tively affects the general health, 
school attendance, self-respect 
and future success of our chil¬ 
dren. The bill passed unani¬ 
mously and a similar outcome 
is hoped for in the House. 

Senate Bill 124, a bill I co¬ 
sponsored, would provide legal 
access to cannabidiol oil that is 
derived from the hemp plant

and used to treat people with 
epilepsy and seizure disorders. 

Cannabidiol oil contains an 
extremely low level of Tetrahy¬ 
drocannabinol (IHC), too low 
to produce any psychoactive or 
intoxicating effects. 

Studies have shown that the 
oil successfully aids children 
suffering from seizure disor¬ 
ders when administered orally. 
These children can have hun¬ 
dreds of seizures in one day in 
extreme cases. It is critical that 
every available medication be 
legally attainable for the fami¬ 
lies dealing with this debilitat¬ 
ing condition. The bill passed 
the Senate Thursday with no 
opposition. 

Senate Bill 108 also passed 
the Senate. The Act would pro¬ 
vide that a person convicted 
of a felony offense of rape in 
which a child was bom as a re¬ 
sult of the offense shall lose pa¬ 
rental rights with respect to that 
child; provide for an exception 
at the request of the mother; 
and provide that a court shall 
impose an obligation of child 
support against the offender un¬ 
less waived by the mother and, 
if applicable, a public agency 
supporting the child. 

A bill that would allow more 
openness in some juvenile 
court proceedings was also 
among the measures approved 
by the Senate and sent to the 
House this week. SB 157 calls 
for a pilot program to encour¬ 
age transparency in certain 
juvenile court proceedings by 
allowing in members of the 
public. Those viewing the pro¬ 


ceedings would not be allowed 
to share with others the identity 
of children involved in court 
cases. 

Members of the Senate also 
gave approval this week to a 
resolution that would direct 
the staff of the Legislative Re¬ 
search Commission to study 
family care-giving and long¬ 
term services. With a growing 
aging population, the demand 
for services that allow seniors 
to receive assistance in their 
homes and communities will 
continue to increase. SCR 102 
is intended to provide policy¬ 
makers with better information 
about the programs available 
and ideas about innovative 
and creative ways that the state 
can support those who provide 
in-home assistance to older 
adults. 

The Senate also approved 
SB 170 that would allow more 
poisonous weeds and invasive 
plants to be targeted for eradi¬ 
cation from state right-of-ways. 
Some plants that no longer 
pose a major threat are on the 


list for eradication, while nox¬ 
ious plants that cause bigger 
problems are not. In addition to 
targeting plants like kudzu and 
poison hemlock for removal 
from roadsides and other areas, 
the legislation also would give 
the Department of Highways 
authority to regularly review 
and make changes to its list of 
unwanted plants. 

A measure approved by the 
Senate State and Local Gov¬ 
ernment Committee this week 
proposes an amendment to 
the state constitution to reduce 
the length of regular legisla¬ 
tive sessions during even- 
numbered years from 60 to 45 
working days. The legislation, 
SB 195, would also reduce 
odd-numbered year regular 
sessions from 30 working 
days to five working days. An 
additional ten legislative days 
could be used to extend an odd- 
numbered year regular session, 
or for a Extraordinary session 
called by legislative leaders 
anytime during the biennium. 

SB 195 would save millions

of dollars annually and would 
allow the General Assembly 
to better resemble the citizen- 
legislature envisioned by the 
state’s founders. If approved 
by the House, Kentucky voters 
would decide on the proposed 
constitutional amendment this 
November. 

Other committee meetings 
this week were lively as well. 
Hot-button issues regarding 
waiver of missed school days, 
the issue of common core and 
medicinal cannabidiol oil were 
heard. Citizens attended in 
large numbers to the point that 
additional rooms were set up 
to accommodate the numbers.

A healthy debate on the sub¬ 
ject of core content was held 
during the committee meeting. 
The committee heard Senate 
Bill 224, which would prohibit

common core. At stake is en¬ 
suring Kentucky students are 
ready and prepared for college 
and career after graduation. 
Testimony was heard from 
education experts around the 
nation regarding the failure of 
the common core to address 
student needs. Testimony was 
also heard in support of com¬ 
mon core from the Commis¬ 
sioner of the Department of 
Education.

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Animal rendering plant 
not legally licensed 

A controversial animal rendering 
plant in Russell County has reportedly 
been sent a letter from the legal depart¬ 
ment of the Kentucky Department of 
Agriculture, according to the Russell 
County News-Register. 

A&S Proteins, a division of A&S 
Livestock, has been the alleged source 
of foul odors and numerous complaints 
from persons living near the plant, 
which is on U.S. 127 north of Russell 
Springs. 

The letter, composed by Luke Mor¬ 
gan, legal counsel for the state Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, and obtained by 
The Times Journal/ News-Register ad¬ 
dresses several points. 

Because of complaints made to KDA, 
state veterinarian Dr. Robert Stout and 
agriculture inspector Bart Branstetter 
visited the plant for an inspection and 
found several violations. Among them, 
wet and dirty floors that appeared to 
lack adequate drainage. 

The two state officials smelled an 
odor in the building so foul that it re¬ 
sulted in a gag reflex. The men found 
the plant was not in reasonable sanitary 
conditions in violation of state law. 

They also found the unloading facil¬ 
ity for animal carcasses was still under 
construction and that scrubber equip¬ 
ment was not yet working. Therefore, 
they said, the facility was not in a situ¬ 
ation where it could carry on the busi¬ 
ness of dead animal collection in viola¬ 
tion of state law. 

Stout and Branstetter found the dead 
animal carcasses and organ meats were 
dumped into a pile outside the plant 
rather than being delivered to the plant. 
Again, the men found violations of 
state law. 

Stout and Branstetter and several lo¬ 
cal residents found the steam from the 
plant creates an unnecessary nuisance, 
again in violation sof tate law. 

Also, the correspondence notes that it 
has come to the attention of KDA coun¬ 
sel that the plant was operating before 
the issuance of its license. Therefore, 
if the business continued operating, it 
was subject to the imposition of a mon¬ 
etary fine. 

Russell County Sheriff Lee Smith 
indicated the business continues to be 
under the jurisdiction of the KDA but 
said, “We will be seeing that they are 
complying. If they are not we will no¬ 
tify the Department of Agriculture, the 
regulatory and oversight authority on 
this.” 

Rupp project will need 
'bridge funding'soon 

The Rupp Arena, Arts and Entertain¬ 
ment District has spent $4.6 million of 
the $5.5 million set aside for designing 
the new Rupp Arena and convention 
center, according to documents ob¬ 
tained by the Lexington Herald-Lead¬ 
er. 

The $5.5 million — a combination of 
state, city and tourism dollars — will be 
tapped out by July 1, said Frank Butler, 
the project manager for the redesign 
that includes expanding Rupp Arena 
and moving and expanding the existing 
convention center. Butler said the $5.5 
million was always expected to be ex¬ 
hausted by July 1. But the project will 
need additional money soon to move 
forward, Butler said. “We will likely 
need some type of bridge funding,” he 
said. That highlights the importance of 
two potential funding sources pending 
in Frankfort: $65 million in the gover¬ 
nor’s budget and a proposed hotel tax 
increase. A financial plan on how to pay 
for the $328 million project — $310 
million for the design and construction 
costs and $ 18 million to pay off a pre¬ 
vious convention center renovation — 
has not yet been released. 

Of the $4.6 million already spent, 
about $2.7 million has been paid to 
NBBJ architects for the design. Nearly 
$90,000 has been spent on legal ser¬ 
vices, and $1.4 million has been paid 
to eight different consultants, including 
project managers, urban planners and 
web designers. Butler said that a full 
financial plan will likely be announced 
in mid- to late April, after the General 
Assembly is scheduled to approve a 
two-year budget. 

Truck driver thwarts 
escape, rescues jailer on 
BG Parkway 

A Good Samaritan truck driver pass¬ 
ing near the 14-mile marker thwarted a 
potential prisoner escape on the west¬ 
bound lane of the Blue Grass Parkway 


on March 12, according to the Kentucky 
Standard. 

The unnamed prisoner, a juvenile, 
was back in custody by 4:35 and no one 
was injured. Clinton Blackburn, More- 
head, who was driving for Apollo Oil 
of Winchester, said he was going east 
on the parkway about 4:15 p.m. when 
he saw the Spencer County prisoner 
transport vehicle pulled off onto the 
side of the road. The driver’s door of 
the cruiser was open, and he saw that a 
prisoner had his arm around the deputy 
fs neck. The truck driver then slammed 
on his brakes, got out and ran to help 
the officer. 

“I got the prisoner off of him, and 
when I broke the choke hold, that boy 
grabbed (the deputy’s) gun. His gun 
cleared the holster and he was pointing 
at the officer’s side c and I turned it 
into the dash so he couldn’t shoot us, 
and I wrestled the gun away from him. 

It gave the deputy time to get his senses 
back about him. He was about choked 
out,” Blackburn said. 

Blackburn then held the prisoner 
at gunpoint until the deputy, actually 
Spencer County Jailer Darrell Herndon, 
recovered from the choking. He then 
gave the gun back to Herndon. Black¬ 
burn said the youth was belligerent to¬ 
ward him, and it was a “hell of a fight,” 
although no one was seriously hurt. 

“He was hollering he was going to 
kill us both, and I said, ‘Well, good 
luck, because I ain’t gonna let it hap¬ 
pen,”’ Blackburn said. “Once I turned 
the gun on him, he started changing his 
mind about what he wanted to do.” 

Woman found guilty of 
Sodal Security fraud, 
bankruptcy fraud 

A federal jury on Thursday found a 
Jessamine County woman guilty on all 
14 counts of an indictment charging her 
with Social Security fraud and bank¬ 
ruptcy fraud, according to the Lexing¬ 
ton Herald-Leader. 

Sheryl A. Bruner was indicted in 
January on charges of receiving dis¬ 
ability checks from the Social Security 
Administration when she could work, 
lying about her eligibility for disability, 
concealing assets from the agency, and 
making false statements when she filed 
for bankruptcy in May. 

The trial began Monday in U.S. Dis¬ 
trict Court in Fexington. The six men 
and six women on the jury deliberated 
for a little more than two hours before 
returning the unanimous verdict. 

Assistant U.S. Attorney Kenneth 
Taylor had no comment after the trial. 

Defense attorney Michael Khouri of 
Irvine, Calif., said Bruner “was very 
disappointed by the verdict. She was in 
tears.” 

The penalties for each of the first 
four counts of Bruner’s crimes range 
from five to 10 years in prison and a 
$250,000 fine. Each of the 10 counts 
of money laundering is punishable by 
20 years in prison and a $500,000 fine, 
or twice the value of the property con¬ 
cealed. 

In his closing argument to the jury, 
Taylor said, “This is a case about a 
woman who never misses an oppor¬ 
tunity to game the system,” that is, to 
cheat the government for her own ben¬ 
efit. 

Bruner took disability checks over a 
10-year period when she was not dis¬ 
abled, could work and did work, Tay¬ 
lor said. When she was recertified to 
continue receiving disability checks, 
Bruner lied, Taylor said. 

In 2003, for example, she started a 
business called Support Source, which 
provided services to people with dis¬ 
abilities, and received “substantial 
compensation” through 2012, the in¬ 
dictment alleged. 

Bruner started work in 2012 for an¬ 
other business that received Medicaid 
payments to serve people with disabili¬ 
ties, the indictment said. 

On a recertification form, “in every 
category, she lied about what she was 
doing, her ability to work, and she was 
still receiving income,” Taylor told the 
jury. “... Her claim that she is disabled 
is patently false. ... This woman is not 
now, nor has she ever been, disabled.” 

When she filed for bankruptcy, Brun¬ 
er concealed assets that she had, such 
as $493,000 in an TD Ameritrade ac¬ 
count and $220,000 in a safe in the at¬ 
tic of her house. A bankruptcy trustee 
also testified that Bruner had a number 
of assets she did not disclose in her 
bankruptcy petition, including trust 
accounts, rental properties and sev¬ 
eral vehicles. The vehicles included a 
Cadillac Escalade that Bruner paid for 
with $30,000 in cash. 

Bruner is also charged with 10 counts 
of laundering money to conceal assets.

ACS urges increased colon cancer screening 


While a combination of 
earlier detection and bet¬ 
ter treatments have yielded 
a steady decline in the col¬ 
orectal cancer death rate over 
the past 20 years, colorectal 
cancer will kill an estimated 
50,310 people in the U.S. in 
2014, according to the Ameri¬ 
can Cancer Society. 

Colorectal cancer is one of 
only a handful of cancers for 
which screening is proven to 
save lives, both by finding 
and removing polyps before 
they turn cancerous and by 
finding cancers early, when 
treatment is most likely to be 
successful. 

During March, National 
Colon Cancer Awareness 
Month, the American Cancer 
Society is highlighting the 


need to do more to save lives 
from the nation’s third leading 
cause of cancer death in both 
men and women by urging 
patients and their doctors to 
talk about the importance of 
colorectal cancer screening, 
which is recommended for 
people at average risk begin¬ 
ning at age 50. 

More than 1 in 3 adults 
aged 50 and older are not be¬ 
ing screened as recommend¬ 
ed for colorectal cancer. The 
American Cancer Society 
recommends that most people 
begin regular screening at age 
50. People at higher risk, such 
as those with a family history 
of colon cancer, may need to 
start screening earlier. 

ACS recommends the 
following colorectal cancer 


screening tests: 

Tests that detect precancer- 
ous polyps and cancer: 

Flexible sigmoidoscopy 
every five years; or 

Colonoscopy eveiy 10 
years; or 

Double contrast barium 
enema (DCBE) every five 
years; or 

CT colonography (CTC) 
every five years. 

Tests that primarily detect 
cancer: 

Yearly guaiac-based fecal 
occult blood test (gFOBT) 
with high test sensitivity for 
cancer (older versions of 
the Fecal Occult Blood Test 
should not be used to test for 
colorectal cancer); or 

Yearly fecal immuno¬ 


chemical test (FIT) with high 
test sensitivity for cancer; or 
Stool DNA test (sDNA). 

Tests that detect precan- 
cerous polyps allow doctors 
to remove the polyps and 
potentially prevent cancer al¬ 
together. And while cancers 
detected at the earliest stage 
have a five-year survival rate 
of 90 percent, only 40 percent 
of colon cancers are currently 
detected at this stage, partly 
because too few people are 
screened.

To help keep older driv¬ 
ers safe and extend their 
driving years, there are a 
number of affordable prod¬ 
ucts you can purchase to¬ 
day that can easily be add¬ 
ed to your mom’s vehicle 
to help with many different 
needs. Here are several to 
consider. 

Entry and Exit 

If your mom’s limited 
range of motion is hamper¬ 
ing her ability to get into 
and out of her vehicle, con¬ 
sider these products: 

• Standers Metro Car 
Handle: This is a small 
portable support handle 
that inserts into the U- 
shaped striker plate on the 
doorframe that helps with 
getting out of a car. 

• CarCaddie: This is a 
nylon strap handle that 
hooks around the top of the 
door window frame for en¬ 
try and exiting help. 

• Swivel Seat Cushion: A 
round portable cushion that 
turns 360 degrees to help 
drivers and passengers ro¬ 
tate their body into and out 
of their vehicle. 

Vision Helpers 


If your mom has a dif¬ 
ficult time looking over 
her shoulder to back-up 
or merge into traffic, or 
struggles with sensitivity 
to glare, these products can 
help. 

• AllView Mirror: This 
is an oversized rear view 
mirror that attaches to the 
existing rear view mirror 
to widen her rear visibility 
and eliminate blind spots 
so your mom can see traffic 
without significant neck or 
body rotation. It also helps 
during parking.

High School 
Basketball Hall of 
Fame passes 
$500,000 mark

In addition to an an¬ 
nouncement of its next 16 
inductees, the Kentucky 
High School Basketball 
Hall of Fame will celebrate 
its fundraising progress. 

The effort recently sur¬ 
passed the half-million 
mark thanks in part to two 
local businesses, according 
to Mike Pollio, a former 
basketball coach whose 
company was selected to 
direct fundraising. 

While he did not reveal 
specific dollar amounts, 
Pollio said significant 
commitments from The 
Cecilian Bank and the 
Swope Family of Dealer¬ 
ships propelled the fund to 
nearly $550,000. 

“We’re just really 
thrilled,” Pollio said. 

The hall of fame plans 
to develop what now is 
city-owned property in the 
200 block of West Dixie 
Avenue. 

Architects involved 
have renderings that show 
new construction tied into 
a historic structure, which 
served as First Presbyteri¬ 
an Church for generations 
and more recently was oc¬ 
cupied by Helping Hand 
of Hope. 

Greg Pawley, president 
and CEO of the bank, said 
the basis of its involve¬ 
ment is two-fold. 

“We certainly know the 
value of high school ath¬ 
letics for our young people 
but most importantly, we 
want to be involved in the 
community development 
of downtown Elizabeth¬ 
town,” Pawley said. 

Speaking on behalf of 
the dealerships, Carl Swo¬ 
pe said his family supports 
the hall of fame because it 
brings a “positive energy 
and focus” to downtown 
Elizabethtown. 

“We hope others get be¬ 
hind it, too,” Swope said. 

Commitments also have 
come from across the state, 
Pollio said. 


In particular, he men¬ 
tioned another significant 
donation from attorney 
Tom Conway and his son, 
Jack, who serves as Ken¬ 
tucky’s attorney general. 

“It’s pretty exciting both 
inside Elizabethtown and 
outside Elizabethtown,” 
he said. 

Pollio again praised sup¬ 
port from city government 
and the $200,000 commit¬ 
ment from the Elizabeth¬ 
town Tourism and Con¬ 
vention Bureau as pillars 
of the fundraising efforts. 

Like many other busi¬ 
ness concerns, donation 
efforts were impacted by 
Kentucky’s harsh winter, 
Pollio said. 

Several appointments 
were postponed because 
of poor driving conditions 
in January, he said, but re¬ 
cent progress is encourag¬ 
ing. 

“It’s really started pick¬ 
ing up again,” he said. 

In addition to what he 
categorized as major gifts, 
one measure of the mo¬ 
mentum building is indi¬ 
vidual contributions. As 
an example, he mentioned 
a recent contribution from 
Dr. William Godfrey of 
Elizabethtown. 

Pollio plans to attend to¬ 
day’s news conference in 
Lexington, which will re¬ 
veal the third set of induct¬ 
ees into the hall of fame’s 
initial centennial class. 

The 16 to be identified 
today will bring the total 
number of honorees to 49. 

From the outset, hall 
of fame organizers have 
planned to recognize 100 
inductees by 2018, the 
100th anniversary of orga¬ 
nized high school basket¬ 
ball in Kentucky. 

Plans call for having the 
initial portion of the hall of 
fame ready by that time. 

The honorees named 
today will be part of the 
third annual induction cer¬ 
emony to be held July 12 
at the Historic State The¬ 
ater in Elizabethtown.

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Board of Education renews legal counsel contract

The school district took 
action regarding legal 
counsel and budget cuts 
at the March 10 board 
meeting held at the Casey 
County Middle School. 

Winter Huff is retained 
by the Casey County 
Board of Education and 
offers legal advice and the 
board chose to extend her 


contract for another year. 
The contract is between 
the board of education and 
the Attorneys Services of 
Kentucky, PPLC, but spe¬ 
cifically the legal counsel 
of Huff. 

Huff is paid $106, in¬ 
cluding mileage and costs, 
for her attendance at all 
regular and special called 
meetings. If Huff can’t at¬ 
tend the meeting and an¬ 
other attorney is sent in 


her place, that individual 
is to be paid $75, including 
mileage and costs. 

In addition to attending 
board meetings, Huff will 
receive $75 per hour for 
all other legal advice, in¬ 
cluding general office and 
telephone conferences or 
consultations. 

The board approved the 
contract and will retain the 
services of Huff until next 
March when her contract 


will be up for renewal. 

Other action 

■ Facing more than a 
million dollar budget short¬ 
fall, the school district has 
been making cuts through¬ 
out the district and at the 
last meeting the board 
addressed transportation 
costs. 

The board approved the 
abolishment of a four-hour 
transportation clerk posi¬ 
tion, but chose to create 


an eight-hour transporta¬ 
tion clerk position, which 
will cost about $757 more. 
Effective July 1 the clerk, 
who also served as a part- 
time bus driver, will only 
be a transportation clerk. 

Superintendent Marion 
Sowders said that he has 
also been talking with 
Transportation Director 
Craig Griffin about the 
possibility of eliminating 
bus routes in the future. 


■ Deena Randolph, 
manager of district wide 
services, presented the fi¬ 
nancial report to the board. 
The total cash fund was 
$8.4 million and the gen¬ 
eral fund balance was $4.6 
million, down approxi¬ 
mately $771,000 from the 
prior year. 

The actual payroll for 
February was $912,364 
and the actual bills paid to¬ 
taled $256,371.

Educational Development 
Corporation in Ashland, 
an educational cooperative 
of which the Casey School 
District is a member. 

However, StreevaTs hir¬ 
ing with KEDC came with 
the agreement that should 
his position with KEDC not 
be renewed in June 2014, 
he would have the option 
of stepping back into his 
previous science position 
at CCMS. 

And, according to Casey 
County Superintendent 
Marion Sowders, Streeval 
has indicated to the board 
that he will be returning 
to his former position at 
CCMS in the fall of 2014. 

The lawsuit originally 
stated that Price was hired 
through “political maneu¬ 
vering,” and that the hiring 
was “politically motivated 
and conducted without the 
awareness of Site-Base 
Council...” 

The council is composed 
of the school’s principal, 
three teachers, and two 
parents. Council members 
for the 2012-13 school 
year included Fogle, par¬ 
ents Breece Hayes and Te¬ 
resa Lewallen, and teach¬ 
ers Tony Streeval, Bryan 
Stephens, and Marty Car- 
micle. 

Members listed for the 


2013-14 CCMS site base 
council include parents 
Andrea Brown and Kathy 
Carman, and teachers Car- 
micle, Tammie Bernard, 
and Melissa Vaughn. 

Regardless of StreevaTs 
return, Lavitt said that his 
clients’ position hasn’t 
changed. 

“You violated the stat¬ 
ute and the regulations of 
the legislature by failing to 
provide them with due pro¬ 
cess of law and that is, you 
gave this position to some¬ 
body without consulting 
with the site based council. 
They never had a chance to 
be hired,” Lavitt said, re¬ 
ferring to his clients. 

In addition, Lavitt said 
that during the upcoming 
evidentiary hearing, he will 
show that certain members 
of the site based council 
were “thoroughly disgusted 
that they were never con¬ 
sulted and they mentioned 
that on Facebook.” 

Facebook and texts 

Court documents state 
that Elmore, after hearing 
that Price had been hired, 
contacted SBDMC mem¬ 
ber Breece Hayes on July 9 
and asked if the interviews 
for the science position had 
already taken place. 

In a text message re¬ 


sponse to Elmore, Hayes 
stated: “I just heard yes¬ 
terday. I was under the 
impression that we were 
going to meet July 17 and 
pull apps to interview. Got 
a text yesterday that John 
got the job. I have no idea 
what happened.” 

Elmore continued the 
text message by stating that 
she was upset. 

“I’m a very GOOD 
teacher — and you would 
think you could get a job in 
my home county.” 

Hayes’ reply appears to 
support Lavitt’s allegation 
that the hiring was politi¬ 
cally motivated. 

“I believe you. But it 
looks like the political ma¬ 
chine has got its way again. 
That is a terrible answer I 
know. But unfortunately 
it appears to be the truth,” 
Hayes stated. 

Rodgers contacted SB¬ 
DMC member Marty Car- 
micle by Facebook on July 
9 to inquire about the hir¬ 
ing. 

“All I can say is that it 
was NOT a SBDM deci¬ 
sion. I had no idea inter¬ 
views were even going 
on. When I got the call I 
questioned her and she in¬ 
formed me that a ‘commit¬ 
tee’ could make the deci¬ 
sion. I’d have to look at the 
policy,” Carmicle said. 


Further, Carmicle main¬ 
tains that she was in the 
dark during the hiring pro¬ 
cess. 

“I had no idea there were 
even interviews going on 
and I plan on submitting 
my resignation from the 
SBDM as soon as I can get 
to a printer. I’ll pay Hell for 
that and I’ve seen it hap¬ 
pen,” Carmicle stated. 

Kentucky law 

In the hiring of a teacher, 
the law states that “person¬ 
nel decisions at the school 
level shall be as follows: 
From a list of qualified ap¬ 
plicants submitted by the 
local superintendent, the 
principal at the partici¬ 
pating school shall select 
personnel to fill vacancies, 
after consultation with the 
school council, consistent 
with paragraph (I) 11. 

“Procedures to assist the 
council with consultation 
in the selection of person¬ 
nel by the principal, includ¬ 
ing but not limited to meet¬ 
ings, timelines, interviews, 
review of written applica¬ 
tions, and review of ref¬ 
erences. Procedures shall 
address situations in which 
members of the council are 
not available for consulta¬ 
tion,” the law states. 

And that’s what Lavitt 


points to — that Fogle 
failed in her duty to consult 
with the SBDMC before 
hiring Price. 

“Defendant Fogle did 
not consult — she ignored 
at best and, in fact, the evi¬ 
dence suggests she mislead 
the council into believing 
they would be consulted on 
July 17, 2013,” court docu¬ 
ments indicate. 

School board response 

In court documents, 
school board attorney Win¬ 
ter Huff rejects Elmore’s 
and Rodgers’ claims, point 
by point. 

“The plaintiffs have no 
right to be chosen for a po¬ 
sition. Further, as there are 
two plaintiffs, and only one 
position, obviously both 
plaintiffs could not have 
been chosen for a single 
position. As the plaintiffs 
have no right to be select¬ 
ed for a vacant position, 
they have no standing. 
The Casey County Board 
of Education has no role 
in the selection of person¬ 
nel at the school level, and 
specifically had no role in 
the selection for the vacant 
position at issue. Principal 
Fogle, by statute, had the 
authority to make the se¬ 
lection of an applicant for 
the vacant position follow¬ 


ing consultation with the 
Site Based Decision Mak¬ 
ing Council. She did so.” 

In addition, Huff states 
that concerning the hiring 
process, interviews were 
conducted. 

“Three candidates were 
interviewed for the middle 
school science position, 
including the success¬ 
ful candidate, John Price. 
The interviews were con¬ 
ducted by Principal Fogle, 
and staff members Sharon 
Johnson and Judy John¬ 
son. The interviews were 
held on July 5 and Mon¬ 
day, July 8. Principal Fogle 
convened the interviews,” 
court records state. 

Neither Sharon Johnson 
nor Judy Johnson, teachers 
at CCMS, were members 
of the SBDMC. 

Also, while Huff recog¬ 
nizes that whether SBDMC 
members may not have 
been properly consulted, 
the final decision for hiring 
Price rested with Fogle. 

“...Principal Fogle had 
the unfettered ability to 
make the final selection in 
any event. Thus, any al¬ 
leged deficiencies in the 
consultation process are ir¬ 
relevant to the outcome, as 
the principal regardless is 
the person charged, by stat¬ 
ute, with the final selection 
decision.”

However, Kentucky 
State Police Arson Inves¬ 
tigator Alex Wesley said 
it’s too early in the inves¬ 
tigation process to make a 
ruling. 

“I was out there Monday 
afternoon and all I can say 
is it’s an open case which 
is under investigation,” 
Wesley said, adding he has 
a concern about an ignition 
source. 

Also, Wesley said that 
anytime a house of wor¬ 
ship has a fire, federal law 
enforcement officers with 
the Bureau of Alcohol, To¬ 
bacco, and Firearms join 
state detectives in the in¬ 
vestigation. 

The 12-foot by 24-foot 
storage shed and contents 
were destroyed. The fel¬ 
lowship hall roof was dam¬ 
aged and there was some 
damage to the kitchen 
under that portion of the 
roof, said Rick Wesley, a 


member of the church and 
Casey County Emergency 
Management Director. 

“They poured about 
10,000 gallons of water 
on the fellowship hall and 
it soaked the wallboard 
on about one-third to one- 
fourth of the building in the 
main part,” he said. As to 
the value of the damage and 
the loss, Wesley estimated 
it to be about $50,000. 

This latest fire is heart¬ 
break that church members 
here have suffered in the 
not too distant past. 

Dec. 2011 

Sometime between Dec. 
12-14, 2011, the sanctuary 
of the church was burglar¬ 
ized, vandalized and then 
set on fire in an effort to 
cover up the burglary. 

Taken were two elec¬ 
tric guitars, an amplifier, 
and microphones. Also, a 
small safe that contained 
the church’s records was 


taken. 

In that incident, Alex 
Wesley said that the sus¬ 
pects went down into the 
basement and used several 
flammable cleaning agents 
to start a fire in the hallway 
that scorched the vinyl tile 
floor. 

In addition, the thieves 
poured muratic acid on 17 
of 24 pews in the sanctu¬ 
ary, among other acts of 
vandalism. 

While the church re¬ 
ceived more smoke dam¬ 
age than anything else, the 
thieves were unsuccessful 
in burning the building. 

Travis Hatter, 25, was 
indicted in April of 2013 
and charged with second- 
degree arson, first-degree 
criminal mischief and 
third-degree burglary in the 
incident. 

Hatter was recently sen¬ 
tenced in Casey County 
Circuit Court to five years 
in prison on these charges. 

But for Rick Wesley, he 


shakes his head in disbe¬ 
lief that this has happened 
again, if indeed the fire was 
at the hands of an arsonist. 

“It breaks our heart that 
somebody would try to de¬ 
stroy a place where we go 
to worship. It’s sad when 
people do stuff like that,” 
he said.

Firefighters were 
on the scene until about 
7:30 a.m. McQueary said.

During the trial period, 
Davis didn’t hire another 
employee to work at the 
Dunnville branch, instead 
using current personnel, 
which spread employees 


thin in Liberty. In the fu¬ 
ture, if the branch were to 
remain open, the county 
would have to look into 
possibly hiring someone 
to work down there. 

“It was something to try, 
something I thought we 


could make some money 
for the county and some 
extra revenue,” Davis 
said. “It hasn’t met my 
expectations, but it would 
probably take some time, 
but I know money is tight 
everywhere.” 


With the informa¬ 
tion provided and Da¬ 
vis’ recommendation, the 
magistrates reached the 
conclusion to shut down 
operations of the Dunn¬ 
ville branch office.

Meetings Briefs 


Casey County Hospital Board 

Meeting on March 11, the hospital board heard CFO 
Rich Hendershot give the following financial report 
for January 2014: 

Total patient revenue for the hospital, Casey County 
Primary Care, and Casey County Family Practice was 
$2.6 million, with total deductions from revenue as 
$1.5 million, resulting in net patient revenue of $1.1 
million. Other revenues brought the total operating 
revenue to $1.6 million. Operating expenses were 
$1.6 million, leaving a net income of $22,612 for the 
month. For the seven months ending Jan. 31, Hender¬ 
shot said that the three health care facilities has a net 
income of $152,306. 

The board heard CEO Rusty Tungate say that an old 
ultrasound machine no longer in use at the hospital is 
to be sold to Kentucky Breast Care of Russell Springs 
for $11,000. 

Also, Tungate told board members that the hospital 
charged off bad debts of $25,189.43 for the month. 

Instead of meeting at 5:30 p.m., the board will meet 
at 6:30 p.m., beginning with the April meeting. 

Economic Development Authority 

The Liberty Economic Development Authority met 
on Monday. Donna Carman, director of marketing at 
Casey County Hospital, was welcomed as the newest 
member of the board. 

EDA Director Blaine Staat told board members that 
the 2013 audit was complete and auditors recommend¬ 
ed that the EDA retain a consultant with “the expertise 
to apply generally accepted accounting principles in 
preparing its financial statements including note dis¬ 
closures and to properly handle the financial process.” 
Staat will consult with local CPA Leanne Davis. 

The board voted to continue to pay Staat $20,000 in 
his role as EDA director. 

Staat said that the EDA’s current checking and sav¬ 
ings accounts include payments from Liberty Tank 
and Chieftain Steel in the amounts of $107,576.90 and 
$230,298.55, respectively; $19,763.94 in the Educa¬ 
tion Center fund, and $29,657.95 in the checking ac¬ 
count. 

As for outstanding loans, Chieftain Steel has a bal¬ 
ance of $555,063, Bluegrass Shavings $83,016, and 
SnapDolls, $102,288. Staat said that all loan payments 
to the EDA are current.

you take at the main part 
of the school. The instruc¬ 
tors help us lead,” Buis 
said. “They’re wanting to 
teach us leadership, so we 
can go out in the world 
and have actual real world 
experience instead of just 
sitting in a classroom do¬ 
ing work.” 

Buis has decided to en¬ 
list in the Air Force when 
she turns 18 in August and 
credits the program with 
making her both confident 
and prepared for what lies 
ahead. 

“People who are in the 
JROTC who go through 
the program are more pre¬ 
pared, I believe, than peo¬ 
ple who have not joined, 
but are regular high school 
students.” Buis said. 
“We’ve been briefed about 
it. We don’t know exactly 
everything that is going to 
happen, but I feel like I’m 
so much more prepared 
now than if I would not 
have joined the JROTC.” 

Buis also took advan¬ 
tage of talking with re¬ 
cruiters when they visited 
the school and is confident 
about her future military 
career. 

The instructors offer 
constructive criticism and 
push each student to strive 
to perform at their highest 
ability, Buis said. 

“They expect more out 
of you than you can give 
because they want you to 
try your hardest. They try 
and push us as far as we 
can go. They try to push 
the boundaries for us to 
go above and beyond the 
expectations of ourselves 
and what others expect of 
us,” Buis said. 

Former Student 

Darren Lee was a JROTC 
Cadet Colonel under the 
leadership of MSgt. Gary 
Emerson at Nelson County 
High School from 2001- 
05. 

Early on it had been a 
dream of Lee’s to join the 
Air Force, but he blew 
his ear drum during high 
school and could no longer 


join. Instead Lee served 
six years in the U.S. Navy, 
serving three and half 
years onboard the U.S.S. 
Enterprise and two years 
as an instructor. 

Lee credits the program 
and the three instructors 
that he had for reinforcing 
his work ethic, developing 
leadership skills, and pre¬ 
paring him for his future 
after high school. 

“I left high school ready 
to take on anything,” Lee 
said. “JROTC makes you 
come out of your shell. It 
helps you find the person 
that’s always been there, 
but you didn’t know how 
to tap into.” 

Lee said that JROTC 
welcomes a variety of stu¬ 
dents and offers something 
for everyone, not just those 
interested in joining the 
military. 

“High school has its 
cliques, but the JROTC 
will take everybody. Some 
that need to be there, some 
need a place to be, and 
some who know they’re 
going to go into the mili¬ 
tary,” Lee said. “But your 
education is the most im¬ 
portant thing.” 

Lee said that the pro¬ 
gram encourages students 
to do something beyond 
high school and to bet¬ 
ter themselves for the fu¬ 
ture. This can be achieved 
through college or voca¬ 
tional school, not just the 
military. 

“JROTC helped me so 
much and I know it can 
help others,” Lee said. 

After serving his coun¬ 
try, Lee was able to focus 
on the second part of his 
life’s dream — to be a fu¬ 
neral director. Lee is cur¬ 
rently serving his appren¬ 
ticeship at Barlow Funeral 
Home in Bardstown. 

Russell County Program 

Russell County High 


School has had a JROTC 
program since 2000 and 
Senior Chief Steve Kinder 
said their program is not in 
danger of being cut from 
the school. 

“Our community 

wouldn’t let it go,” Kinder 
said. “Six years ago we 
had 41 students enrolled 
and we’ve better than dou¬ 
bled that.” 

Kinder’s program, which 
is sponsored by the Navy, 
has 100 students enrolled 
and they’ve participated in 
more than 1,500 hours of 
community service, mak¬ 
ing the program visible to 
the public. 

Kinder has been in¬ 
volved with the JROTC 
program for 17 years and 
said the program is recog¬ 
nized as being career ready 
by the state. 

He said that students 
have to score a 50 or bet¬ 
ter on the ASVAB test or 
receive silver on the ACT 
WorkKeys assessment 
test. 

Applied mathematics, 
locating information, and 
reading for information are 
three areas emphasized on 
the WorkKeys assessment 
test. This assessment helps 
connect a high-performing 
workforce with employ¬ 
ers. 

Kinder said that his 
program has evolved and 
includes many different 
types of students, not just 
those labeled high risk. 

“Students involved in the 
program have developed 
to include varsity athletes 
and honor students. The 
program has developed 
into a part of the school,” 
Kinder said. 

When asked if the pro¬ 
gram was only for those 
wanting to join the mili¬ 
tary, Kinder said no. He 
makes it clear that he is 
not a recruiter and that’s 
not what the program is 


intended for. 

“I’m here for life skills. 
I teach them to be respon¬ 
sible adults,” Kinder said. 
“If they want to be sol¬ 
diers or sailors, that’s up 
to them.” 

Program Future 

There are 673 stu¬ 
dents attending the Casey 
County High School and 
currently 70 are enrolled 
in the JROTC program. 
Some will go on to enlist 
in the armed forces, oth¬ 
ers will attend college, and 
still others will enter the 
work force. 

The district is respon¬ 
sible for paying half the 
salaries of both instruc¬ 
tors, Major Jim Arnold 
and MSgt. Emerson, 
which comes to about 
$67,100, which is paid out 
of the general fund. The 
Air Force reimburses the 
school district each month, 
said Deena Randolph, 
manager of district-wide 
services. 

The need to balance bud¬ 
gets was part of the reason 
that the school board con¬ 
templated cutting the pro¬ 
gram from the high school. 
The board will again look 
at the program next year to 
see if it has met the stan¬ 
dards that was placed on it 
this year. 

With the need for an in¬ 
crease in enrollment, Buis 
offers this to any student 
that is considering joining 
the JROTC program. 

“I would very much 
recommend it because we 
are a family in JROTC,” 
Buis said. “We may argue, 
we may disagree within 
the program, but we’re 
allowed to do that. We 
want to hear what people 
have to say and we want to 
know what people think. 
You will have your voice 
heard.”

A Casey County grand 
jury handed down indict¬ 
ments on March 7 against 
six local residents charging 
them with drug violations 
which include possessing 
methamphetamine.

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'Super Trell' surpasses all expectations

There’s only one ex¬ 
tremely cute 4-year-old kid 
in Casey County with flam¬ 
ing red hair and the bright¬ 
est of smiles. And he has a 
nickname — Super Trell. 

But what’s so remark¬ 
able about Trell Whitis is 
the fact that for four years, 
he has beaten every pre¬ 
diction made by medical 
experts. 

The son of Liberty resi¬ 
dents Logan and Kellie 
Whitis, Trell was bom with 
NKH. 

Nonketonic Hyperg¬ 
lycinemia, or NKH, is a 
rare metabolic disorder 
that’s inherited, Kellie 
said. 

Doctors at The Universi¬ 
ty of Kentucky Children’s 
Hospital told Logan when 
Trell was bom in 2010 that 
there was no cure for the 
disease. 

Doctors also told the 
couple that most babies 
with this disorder die short¬ 
ly after birth while others 
may only live a few years, 
but with various degrees 
of mental retardation, low 
muscle tone and not being 
able to speak. 

However, Trell is prov¬ 
ing that he can climb any 
mountain of adversity, 
meet it, and defeat it. 

One of the most debili¬ 
tating effects of NKH is the 
constant seizures, which is 
treated with over the coun¬ 
ter cough symps such as 
Delsym. 

However, for the past 43 
weeks, Trell has been sei¬ 
zure free, Kellie said. 

He’s also marked another 
item off his bucket list for 
life in going to school. 

“Trell attends preschool 
at Walnut Hill Elementary 
School Tuesday-Thursday 
and has a full time aide,” 
Logan said. 

The couple praised 
Trell’s teachers — Kristy 
Dykes, Ashley Shugars, 
Barb Clements, and Teresa 
Eads, Kellie’s mother — 
with his phenomenal prog¬ 
ress. 

“We couldn’t be happier 


with his teachers. Trell’s 
starting to be more ver¬ 
bal. We think we’ve heard 
‘morn and dad’ before and 
he’s now answering ‘huh, 
huh’ if you ask him if he 
wants a bottle,” Logan 
said. 

Additionally, Trell is 
learning to be more patient 
with other kids and he’s 
even friendlier than he nor¬ 
mally is. 

“He tries to touch and 
hug but because he can’t 
control his arms, his hugs 
and touches can be hurtful. 
Now, he’s learned at school 
to use his ‘ducktails,’ put¬ 
ting his hands behind his 
back before bringing them 
out,” Kellie said. 


dition demands, Logan and 
Kellie said they are mindful 
to spend as much time as 
possible with Tyce, Trell’s 
6-year-old brother. 

On Friday, they made 
arrangements for someone 
to stay with Trell while 
they picked Tyce up from 
school and spent the rest 
of the day having fun with 
him. 


Challenges 

While life with Trell is 
never dull, it does have its 
day-to-day challenges. 

Since Logan works days 
in Danville, Kellie takes 
Trell on Mondays and 
Fridays to Cardinal Hill 
Rehabilitation in Lexing¬ 
ton where he works with 
speech, physical, and occu¬ 
pational therapists for two 
hours each day. Not only 
does it rack up the miles, 
with gas as high as it is, 
it also strains the family’s 
limited financial resources. 

Additionally, Trell has a 
feeding tube in his stomach 
which he has learned to 
pull out, despite constant 
admonitions from his par¬ 
ents to leave it alone. 

Once removed from his 
stomach, it only takes an 
hour for the hole to close 
and that means surgery to 
reopen it. 

Since no local or area 
hospitals carry the feeding 
tubes, Kellie is forced to 
get the child to UK Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospital in Lexing¬ 
ton as quickly as possible, 
yet another trip 85 miles 
away. 

“He has to go to Lex¬ 
ington about two times a 
month when he pulls the 
tube out. Most of the time 
we put the tube back in and 
make a fast trip to Lexing¬ 
ton,” Kellie said. 

In addition to the con¬ 
stant attention Trell’s con- 


Passion 

Since learning of Trell’s 
diagnosis and the fact that 
currently there’s no cure, 
Logan and Kellie have be¬ 
come passionate about rais¬ 
ing money to fund NKH 
research. 

To that end, on March 
8, an adult and family 
friendly prom was held at 
the Community Center in 
Gateway Park where more 
than 150 people turned out 
to celebrate Trell’s birth¬ 
day, dance, eat, and enjoy 
other events such as live 
and silent auctions. 

The “Faces of Hope” 
prom raised $5,143 which 
has been sent to the na¬ 
tional NKH research foun¬ 
dation. 

“None of this money 
went to Trell or to us. This 
was not a benefit for Trell, 
but for research to help find 
a cure for NKH,” Logan 
said. 

Kellie said that friends 
and family provided the 
food, Bryan Grider of 
Grider’s Southern Sounds 
donated his time and 
equipment as DJ, and local 
merchants stepped up with 
donations for the auctions, 
one of which was chanted 
by auctioneer Ronnie El¬ 
more. Tabitha Yaden Wes¬ 
ley, with Cherish the Mo¬ 
ments Photography, made 
the prom night complete by 
donating her professional 
skills as a photographer in 
taking prom photos. 

Still, for the Whitis’, it’s 
all about finding a cure. 

“More than likely, NKH 
will take Trell. It’s not 
likely that there’ll be a cure 
in Trell’s lifetime. But it 
might make a difference 
down the road for someone 
else,” Kellie said.
